FOURlH PARLIAMENT. 

FOURTH SESSION. 

Tuursday, Fob. 25th, 18Bf>. 
Speaker took the chair at 2 p. m, 
Prayera by the Rev. Mr. Beanlatids. 

REPORTS. 

Mri Martin presented tho private bills 
oomwittee report on N. W. & P. M. Tele- 
phone Co,, Coquitlani Water Works, Van- 
couver Gas. Co. 

MEDICAL BILL. 

Before the moving of the second rend- 
ing of u bill entitled "An Act respecting 
the Profeasion of Medicine and Surgery." 
Mr. Beavcn on ;i point of order rose to 
object that iho bill was a private ono and 
should have been first submitted to the 
private bills committee. 

The Speaker "ruled t h at it ehould not 
be so treated being intruducod in the in- 
terests of the general public and that the 
powers that have been given to incorpor- 
ate' were incidental to legislation on the 
■ubject. 

Hon. Mr.' Smithe agreed that, tho bill 
was strictly in .tho public interest; but he 
even wont farther than the Speaker, from 
whoso opinion, that the house hud no 
authority to pass a bill regulating me- 
chanical callings, he differed, lie thought 
that if it could be shown to be in the 
gonoral interest of tho public, the houBe 
. had a perfect right to regulate any trade 
or calling;. 

Mr. Beaven hoped ihe government 
wo'ild do aomothitig this session in pro- 
tection of the working o'aaaea against the 
Chinese, equal in extent to their legisla- 
tive protection of the professions. Al- 
though he admitted that there was no 
profession in which tho prinoiple of in- 
corporating and making necessary for tho 
persons who practised to go through a 
proper course of Btudy could bo more 
properly applied than to tho medical pro- 
fession, yet he did not think it was iu the 
interests of the country to introduce such 
a measure and he therefore intended to 
vote, against it. 

Mr. T. Davie was in accord with the 
general scope of a bill of this charucter 
The words uttered by the lender of the 
opposition urging tho house to legislate in 
favor of the wbrkintjman assumed that 
the house had not and was not doing so. 
The wordii, read without reference to the 
past efforts of the house m this respect, 
would convey the idea that the house had 
ignored the interests of the working 
classes. Evoryihmg that was suggested 
for the amelioration of the working classes 
had been and would bo alwayB willingly 
undertaken by the legislature, and none 
waB better aware of this than the leader 
of the opposition himself. That gontle- 
man * contented himself with being a 
faultfinder without bringing forward Buch 
remedial measures in respect of white 
workingmen which reference to past legis- 
lation of this house would show had been 
unceasing in spite of Dominion disallow- 
ance in the matter of anti Chinese laws. 
The remarks made by the last speakor 
were utterod, he believed, simply to place 
the present government in a false light 
before the public. Tho present bill beforo 
them would roceive his support, th.iugh, 
of courio, it wouid be subject to modifi- 
cation in committee. The objection that 
those already in practice were not 
themselves required to qualify by the new 
standard was not tenable because such 
; would be retrospect ive legislation; and he 
thoupht that as a class there were no per- 
sons who were moro ready to give their 
services without stopping to enquire where 
their remuneration was to come from 
than those of the tnodieal profession. The 
bill would receive his hearty support. 

Mr. Raybould objected to clause 37, 
• whioh he was not sure would not inter- 
fere with the compounding and sale of 
drugs. Ho should not support the bill in 
its present Bhapo. 

Mr. Galbraith wag .of opinion that some 
recognizod standard of competency should 
be- introduced before the bill became law. 
. ' He thought that physicians and surgeons 
who had qualified in Groat Britain and 
Canada should not bo ce-iuired to pass a 
further examination before being allowed 
to practice in this provinco. If such were 
required it might come to psBs that the 
ono presenting himself for examination 
. would havo'jualified undent course of whose 
benefits the examiners had not received 
tho advantage, whioh would make tho ex- 



amination infra dig of the one so submit- 
ting himself. He was in favor, in a meas- 
ure, of protecting tho public against those 
known as quacks, whoso practice was in- 
jurious to public- health, but at the same 
time it wai requisite to consider the diffi- 
culty of obtaining medical assistance in 
remote districts, and also to bo careful 
when dealing with the bill that no injury 
would be worked to properly qualified 
persons who might come to the province. 

Tho attorney-general considered the 
main object'of tho bill to be in the inter- 
ests of the public generally, and he asked 
the members if they did not think those 
of the 'medical profession here were com- 
petent to decide upon tho qualifications 
of those' presenting themselves for exam- 
ination. Those here constituted a numer- 
ous, influential and competent class; they 
were humanitarians in the best senso of 
the word, always required to go whon 
called upon, and who always f did bo go 
[Hear, hear], and it was not right to im- 
pute any soltish ground or motive on their 
part in the introduction of thii bill, whoso 
object was not to keep out of tho province 
qualified physicians and surgeons, but to 
protect tho public against incompetent; 
persons and quacks If tho bill interfered 
with the compounding and sale of medi- 
cines by drugyists, such restriction should 
be removed, but the attempted treatment 
of any complaints by chemists, if they 
had the power to prescribe, should be 
taken away from them, because what of- 
ten seemed trivial symptoms were fre- 
quoutly tiie premonitors of most virulent 
diseases. Certain amendments in com 
mittee might bo necessary, but tho second 
rending would be supported by him. 

Hon. Mr. Robsou thought that Chinese 
nnd Indians should bo exempt from the 
operation of this bill. [Laughter.] What 
ho meant by the remark was that nothing 
in the bill should prevent tho medical treat- 
ment of Indians' uud Chinese by their own 
oouutrymen. He should suppoit tho second 
reading. 

Mr. Semliu thought it wits an inoppor- 
tune time to introduce so many protective 
measures just previous toll general election. 
Those who would bo constituted a board of 
examiners had come here in the same posi- 
tion (bringing their diplomas with thorn) as 
those would come whom they proposed to 
examine. The verdict of the public should 
bo askod upon this question, and could be 
ho asked in a fow months' timo. 

Mr. Martin said there were certain alter- 
ations in the bill which if they were not 
made ho would not pledge himself to sup- 
port the bill, though ho intended to support 
the second reading. 

Mr. McTuvish thought the measure 
simply protected the public nguiust unquali- 
fied practitioners. Of those who claimed 
these professional bills were attempts at 
monopoly ho would ask what did anti- 
Chinese legislation mean if it was not to 
protect unskilled white labor? [Hear, 
hear.] The public required some guaran- 
tee that those who came here and practised 
without anyone having seen their diplomas 
were properly qualified. He instanced the 
case of a certain person who came from San 
Francisco nnd professed to have cured a 
groat many people. Also of a doctresB 
known as Mrs. Potts who -hud treated largo 
numbers of females of whom it could be 
said that if they wero no worse they had 
received littlo or no benefit from her 
instructions and medicino. 

Mr. Allen thought more doctors were 
wanted in the country. Instanced the case 
of the Clinton doctor who recieved asubbidy 
of $750 a year from tho government. Ho 
should oppose the second reading. 

Mr. Pooley intended to ' support the 
second reading. Tht? standard 6. medical 
qualification was held high in this pro- 
vince, and while all were glad to km w 
this, all were equally glad to see steps 
taken to maintain that standard of excel- 
lence. Tho argument that doctors wore 
scarce in tho upper country was of no 
force for it was not likely that, however 
numerous physicians woro in the province, 
they could be expected to go to pirts 
whore there was no assurance of a liveli- 
hood being obtained. He thought the 
member for Nanaimo (Mr. Raybould) 
should not have condemned the principle 
hocau&e he taw what he considered an uu 
desirable clause in the bill. The meas- 
ure was in the interest of the public as 
protecting them against unqualified and 
ignorant persons who hung out a shingle 
and commenced the praclice of medicine 
and surgery, the only disadvantage under 
which thu latter labored being uu inabili- 
ty to enforce payment of their fees. He 
should support the second reading. 

Mr. Grant intended to oppose the bill 
in its present shape, though he didn't 
think the passage of the bill iu a modified 
form would prevent qualified practitioners 
from coming here, [fcleat] 

Mr. Cunningham was in favor of tho 
bill subject to amendments. He believed 
that any bill that prevents all but quali- 
fied doctors and surgeons from practising 
in the province should bo supported. 
Many men, women and children now in 
their graves would havo been alive at tho 
present moment had it not been for the 
work of impostors and quacks. . 
Mr. Orr intended to support tho bill. 
Second reading was carried; Messrs. > 
Beaven, Somlin, Helgcsen, McLeese, 
John, Allen, Dingwall and Raybould vot- 
ing in tho negative. Bill to be committed 
to morrow (Friday). 

DENTISTRY BILL. 

Tho house went into committee on the 
Dentistry Bill, which was reported com- 
plete with amendments. 

CIII.VH.SH AMENDMENT. 

On motion of Mr. Allen, tho Chineso 
Regulation amendment bill was read a 
seci nd timo. 

Mr. Beaven, on a point of order, said 
the ropoal of the section was a re- 
duction of taxation and should have como 
from the ministry. If the honorable 
mover of the bill was in order, any mem- 
ber might move for tho reduction of any 
tax. 

Hon, Mr. Smithc said it was correct 
that all reduction of taxation should be 
mnvod by the ministry, but in this in- 
stance, while not having given tho matter 
much consideration, he thought it might 
be in order for a private member to move 
it. He would like tho house to express 
its f.ipinion on the question thrdugh dis- 
cussion. It had boen stated by tho col- 
lector of the distriot that the tax of §15 
defeated the object, and that there wero 
leas returns for licenses than under' the §5 
license; The question should not be made 
a party one, as both sides of tho house 
were a unit on the Chinese question, and 
ho trusted a full disoizaaiou of the matter 



would be given and the point of order be 
deferred. 

Mr. Galbraith thought- tho principle 
adopted iu introducing the bill was a w- 
rious innovation on tho rights of the gov- 
ernment, and he trusted tho ministry 
would introduce tho .measure. If they 
wished discussion on the point a resolu- 
tion would accomplish tho object. ) 'He 
had nc intention of making tho bill a par- 
ty question. 

After furthor discussion on the point of 
order raised, Mr. Speaker ruled that the 
bill would havo to- emanate from tho gov- 
ernment, as it was the reduction of a tax. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said that ho hoped the 
matter would bo allowed to go on as it 
was. While not advocating the Chineso, 
he thought it unwise to tax them at a 
higher rate for license than any others. 
There was no law that would tax a Scotch- 
man higher than an Englishman, and he 
did not think the Chinese tux was a con- 
stitutional one. 

Mr. Allen hoped that something would 
be done as tho present tux operated against 
tho interests of tho Lillooet district. 

Mr. Cowan trusted sorao action would bo 
taken iu tho matter,, for instead of the 
clause favoring tho workingman us intend- 
ed it operated against them, fof it imposed 
a fine of $50 on a white mou who employed 
a Chinaman not holding a license. While 
he thought legislation against the Chinese 
right, in tho present instance it only 
operated against interior residents, ff the 
collector in his district was unable to col- 
lect auy tax from the Chinese it would 
seriously affect the revenue returns from 
that district. 

Tho point of order was sustained. 
Mechanics' lien act. 

Hon. Mr. Duck moved the socoud rend- 
ing of the "Mechanics' Lien Bill." The 
honorable mover said it -was intended to 
bring government work under the lien law. 

After discussion the bill was moved for 
commitment to-morrow. 

Houso adjourned. 

MOTION. 

Mr. Martin— That a committee consisting 
of Senilin, Galbraith, Allen, Cowan and the 
movor, be appointed to inquire into the 
present mode for recording water for agri- 
cultural purposes, and if found advisable to 
nmend tho law now in force to recommend 
such alterations as will meet the necessities 
of tho case. 

Mr. Allen— That in the opinion of this 
house a mining license of $15 upon Chinese 
results in a loss to the revenue, and it is ex- 
pedient for tho purposes of obtaining from 
tho Chinese payment of mining licenses that 
the amount should be fixed at §5. 

Mr. Cowau — That the houso resolve itself 
into committee of tho whole houso for tho 
purpose of tuking iuto consideration the 
expediency of abolishing tho road tolls col- 
lected upon the Cariboo wagon roud.

THE OVERDRAFT. 

The "so-cal1i>d orgnu of the so-called 
opposition" fairies it can make a point out 
of the governmental overdraft of $110,808.- 
33, and parades it continually before tho 
public, or that portion of the publio whose 
gaze it meets, ns evidence of misuiamige- 
nient, even if it is not misappropriation, of 
the publia money, Tho spirit of fair and 
just criticism with which our evening con- 
temporary at first stated it would be gov- 
erned ceased with the announcement. En- 
deavoring to place the worst possible 
construction upon tho overdraft the Times 
studiously refrains from all mention of tho 
progress "that has boen imparted to every 
district by publio works of necessity and 
permanency — a necessity rendered the 
more urgent by the neglect of the lato gov- 
ernment. In our evening contemporary 
appears what purports to be a letter from a 
school-boy on tho same subject, but we are 
of opinion that the same sohool-boy in a 
rather old-fashioned one who has been 
writing a letter to himself within the walls 
of the Times office. We feel the more sure 
of this because the remarks therein are 
characterized by the same spirit of unfair- 
ness with which tho editorial columns ot 
our evening friend are always ■ per- 
vaded. "Who ever hoard of such 
a monstrous proposition as the one that 
the half yearly subsidy of §100,000 re- 
ceived from the Dominion government 
must not be counted as an asset because 
it was paid in advance? The moment it 
is received it became, and properly ho, an 
asset of the treasury, and, placed on deposit 
in the bank, became at once a balance 
against the overdraft, which it reduced by 
that amount. The account of the province 
with the bank is uocossarily a running 
one, and it is quite possible that at the 
end of the fiscal year ending June 30th 
the overdraft will, after the current ex- 
penditure has boon made, stand at its 
original Bguro. But this is very different 
from tho deficit which our evening con- 
temporary claims to exist at the present 
moment. Wo remember that it said the 
amount was something in the neighbor- 
hood of 8300,000 the last time it looked 
into tho matter, but wo forget how it ob- 
tained that result. Would it object to ex- 
plaining again ? 



THE MEDICAL PROFESSION. 

A bill entitlod"an act respecting tho 
profession of medicine and surgery", which 
passed its second reading yesterday, ex- 
cited considerable discussion and great di- 
versity of opinion among honorable mem- 
bers. The object of the moasure is to re- 
quire that all those arriving after tho bill 
shall have become law and who desire to 
practice the profession of medicine and 
surgery ahull first pass satisfactorily an 
examination conducted by a medical coun- 
cil of sevon members to be constiuted un- 
der the act. As a r suit of this unquali- 
fied parsons and quacks will bo prevented 
from practising to the detriment of the 
publio health and life, and so far the bill 
is a good one, — for the medical profession 
(in which we include surgery) is one that 
pre eminently demands protection — not 
bo much for those belonging to it, 
though they have no inconsiderable 
claim on tho public, but for the 
publio themselves. One clause (28) 
seems hardly fair, however, si!! pos- 
sibly be amended in committee. It re- 
quires that those who can produce a di- 
ploma of qualification of a three year's 
course of study in any college or eohool 
of medicine, and furnish satisfactory evi- 
dence of identification, shall only be ad- 
mitted upon the register providing they 
satisfy the medical board, by an examina- 
tion, that they are fit and capable to 
praotico. Sure y the two tirdt stipulations 
having been compliod with, the third 
beoomua a superfluous and an arbitrary 
one, or if it is doomed imperative, why, 
aa it proposes to ascertain competency, 
should the two first be made compulsory] 
Apart from this the bill appears satisfac- 
tory and is, it may be remarked, no in- 
novation upon the rights of any person 
or class, unless it be upon tho doubtful 
rights of the class commonly known as 
quacks. Under such an act the Btandard 
of medical qualification will remain de- 
servedly high, to the advantago both of 
the general public and the medical pro- 
fession itself. 

SANITATION. 

The filthy condition of several parts of 
Chinatown ia indescribable. A full state- 
ment of its nastinoss oould not be put in 
print without shocking tho moral sensi- 
bilities of readers. There is no abomina- 
tion conceivable, no nuisance that exists 
in any other purt of the world that has not 
found a lodgment there. The back pre- 
mises of FiagRrd and Herald streets are 
BBwim with filth. No effort is made even 
to hide the deposits, and aa fast as one 
placo bocoraea full another placo is open- 
ed. Tho refuBe of kitchens, ainks, cess- 
pools and water closets are piled up in 
yards and not unfrequontly ooze out from 
beneath houaea and appear on the side- 
walks. Tho attention of tho Banitary com- 
mittee has been called to tho matter and 
they have promised to take active steps 
to have the abomination removed.

ENGLAND. 
London, Feb, '25. — Howard Vmcont, 
momber of parliament for Shetliuld has 
been offered the office of oiiief of polico 
oommissionor of the city of London. Mr: 
Vincent once hold the nflice of director of 
criminal investigation. 

Mr. Childers, homo secretary, will in- 
troduce in tho house of commons to-mor- 
row a bill to compensate sufferers by the 
recont riot in London. 

The house of commons in committee of 
supply, Mr. Healy, nationalist, refused to 
grant £1200 for medals for volunteers 
who took part in the campaign against 
Louis Riel. He said that if Canada choso 
to go to war with Riel she ought to pay 
for medals. Mr. W, W. H. Smith and 
Lord Randolph Churchill denounced Mr. 
Hoaly and praised the volunteers. Mr. 
Gladstone urged that a rejection of the 
proposed grant might possibly create bad 
feeling in Canada. Tho sum for tho med- 
als was agreed to by a voto of 209 to G6. 

Burns, Hyndmau, Champion and Wil- 
liams have aubptsnaud ex-chief commis- 
sioner of police Henderson to appear as a 
witness next Saturday, when the case is 
to bo called for a final hearing. Thoy ex- 
pect to obtain from Mr. Henderson testi- 
mony to show that tho Trafalgar square 
riots owed their start and progress more 
to the efficiency of the polico than to any- 
thing in the speeches of orators of the 
day. 

London, Feb. 24 — A committee of the 
temperance party in the house of com- 
mons has prepared two memorials to the 
government, one demanding tho govern- 
ment's support of the Sunday closing bill, 
and the other-favoring local option under 
Chamberlain's county government bill. 
The memorials aro receiving numerous 
signatures. It iB expected 320 members 
of parliament will sign the local option 
memorial. 

Tho ministers of the London Wesleyan 
circuit have formally recorded their con- 
viction that Rev. Mr. Dyson was not an 
accomplice of Mrs. Bartlktt in tho alleged 
poisoning . of the lattei-'a husband, and 
will raise a fund for Mr. Dyson's defence. 

The government has approved of L ird 
Dufferin's requeat that a strong expedi- 
tion bo sent against Shah. The troops 
forming the expedition will leave Manda- 
lay on March 7th. 

The British commissioners in Burundi 
ars authorized to Becuro submission of the 
chiefs oither by bribing or by fighting 
them. 

Reports that tho Parnellitos possess 
compromising letters from Lord Randolph 
Churchill, pledging himself in favor of 
home rule, are declared to be untrue. 
Churchill, it is assorted, never committed 
his offerings to writing. The Parnellitos 
assert Churchill had personal interviews 
with the Irish leaders and offered them 
home rule. 

Mr. Shaw Lefevro, ex-postmaster-gen- 
eral, in an article in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury, advocates federal principle for Ire- 
land with large powers of autonomy, re- 
taining representation in tho imperial 
parliament. Ho indicates thnt this is 
Gladstone's scheme. 

The Parnellites are irritated at Gapt. 
O'fihea's action in opposing Mr. Healy's 
position on the question of granting med- 
als to Canadian volunteers. 

In the house of commons to day Mr. 
Hugh Childers, home secretory, said he 
was unablo to consider Lord Churchill's 
speeches in Ireland. 

Mr. Sexton, nationalist, gave notice he 
would movo a resolution to tho effect that 
the house condemn tho action of the 
privy councillor in nuking speeches in 
Ireland tending to incite rebellion. 

Lord Churchill, again to whom Sex- 
ton's resolution was directed, stated lie 
would ask that an early day be Bet for the 
discussion of tho resolution. 

Mr. Trevelyan's crofters bill passed its 
first reading. It provides for fixity of 
tenure, fair rents and compensation for 
improvements made by tonants. 

Mr. W. E. Forstor, formerly chief sec- 
retary for Ireland, who has boen ill for 
some time, ia now confined to his bod in 
his Londen residence, in a very weak con- 
dition . 

Three thousand strikers at Llaubcris, 
Wales, rosumod work on tho employers' 
termei. They have been idle nineteen 
weeks, and are in terrible distress. 

The Queen's proctor has decided to 
intervene in tho Dilke case. 

GERMANY. 
Berkin, Fob. 25. — It is confirmed from 
a Chinese source that the Chinese will 
not consent to cessation of Braniah and 
adjoining districts to England. If Eng- 
land does not yield, China threatens to 
orgar.izo a rebellion of the tribes. A 
volume of notes from tho diary of Crown 
Prince Frederick William is about to be 
published. It will contain an account of 
the chief events of tho prince'B life with 
extracts from varieua letters. Napoleon 
III. in h letter to Queen Victoria in 1850, 
after Frederick William's visit to Paris, 
epoko of the prince in terms of high 
praise, and expressed himself as confident 
that the prince would make hia wife 
happy. 



Benavides. It was claimed by the offender's 
friends that he was under tho influence of 
liquor, but he was on military duty at the 
palace guard, aud when repulsed from the 
queen's door slandered her. This subjected, 
him to a courtmartial, and tho Borbon 
family felt the disgrace of the young duke's 
conduct so keenly that thoy offered no in- 
terference to tho course of military pro- 
cedure agaiuat their relative, who all during 
the trial was treated aa an ordinary officer. 
The duke's father, also named Don Enrique 
De Borbon, was, it will bo remembered, 
killed (some say murdered) by Duo de 
Monpensior, father Mercedes, Alfonso's 
first wife, in one of the most remarkable 
duels ever fought. This took place at tho 
artillery grounds near Madrid on March 
12th, 1870, and aftor eaoh combatant had 
tired two ineffective shots and Dun En- 
rique had wasted hia third, the Due De 
Montpensier took deliberate aim and shot 
his antagonist through tho head, killing 
him almost instantly. 

A sensation waa caused here by tho dis- 
covtry of n conspiracy to effect the stock 
market for speculative purposes. Bogus 
telegrams were sent to tho principal stock 
brokers at Bnreolomi reporting false quota- 
tions iu Madrid and ordering large sales. 
Tho result was that the markets woro badly 
disturbed. The authors of the telegrams 
have not been found. The government is 
investigating the matter. It is feared simi- 
lar tricks have been played elsewjiere in 
spain.

Ontario Increases the Liquor 
Law Penalties. 

Toronto, Foh. 25. — The Ontario Gov- 
ernment to-day introduced a hill making 
it a misdemeanor for any person not a 
member of the landlord's family to enter 
bar-ruotn3 on Sunday, and increasing the 
penalties for illegal selling of liquor as fol- 
lows:— First offense, $50 to S100 fine; 2nd, 
four months' imprisonment without op- 
tion of fine; 3rd, six months' imprison- 
ment. For making searches the provi- 
sions of the grmbliug act will bo applied, 

AMERICAN NEWS. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Feb. 25. — Preliminary 
examination of Grandi, J. J. Garrity und 
John Smith, for raising checks obtained 
from Pollak & Co., tobacco merchants of 
this city, began to-day. A check for §10 
which hud been raised to 81,550 GO waa 
identified. G-irrity, one of tho defend- 
ants, took tho stand, and creatod u sensa- 
tion by turning, states' evidence. He ad- 
mitted the raising of the checks, and 
stated that Grandi did all the forging, 
while he and Smith presented them. 
Smith corroborated the testimony of Gar- 
rity. All of tho prisoners weru held to 
answer. 

VEST EH AY'S JJ ISP AT C H ES. 

ENGLAND. 
London, F«b. 24. — Tho associated 
chambers of commerce, which have been 
in session here for the past three days, to- 
day adopted by an unanimous voto, reso- 
lutions declaring that tho giant of home 
rule to Ireland would prove disastrous to 
the trade bottr of Ireland and Great Bri:- 
aih. Thia resolution was offered by the 
Dublin chamber of commerce and second- 
ed by the Glasgow chamber. 

The magistrate after tho reporters had 
concluded their testimony, announced that 
ho intended to commit all tho prisoners 
for trial. Mr. Williams' counsel upon this 
arose and contended that his client was 
outside tho indictment. He argued that 
the words used by 1m client were not so 
strong as tho language in almost daily uao 
in the presa, and pointing to Chamberlain, 
the counsel said, when the right honora- 
ble member for Birmingham has emnloy- 
ed in tho house of commons even afonger 
language than that imputed to mv client, 
ho has been applauded. This panic and 
persecution, the counsel declnred, are in- 
tended to spare Mr. Childers, tho homo 
secretary, and police, who are answerable 
for the whole trouble. Hyndman, who 
defended himself, denied that there was 
any caso against either himself or his com- 
panions. 

Mr. Chamberlain consonted to besworn 
as a witness. When ho had taken the 
oath Champion asked him what were tho 
government's intentions with regard to re- 
lieving the distress among the unemployed, 
and whether he himself favored revolu- 
tion in the land laws of England. The 
magistrate refused to allow the questions 
as put co bo answered by tho witness. 

The prisoners were remanded until 
Saturday, when they will be committed 
for trial for misdemeanor. 

Sir William Junnor, the well known 
physician, has ordered Lord Salisbury to 
go abroad to recruit his health. 

At a meeting .of the tory party at the 
Carlton club yesterday, thero was a tre- 
mendous row, owing to a combined at- 
tack on Lord Randolph Churchill for his 
former flirtatious with tho Irish leaders, 
which was declared to bo the ciiuso of the 
present cnnservittivo perplexity. The 
Marquis of Salisbury had to call tho speak- 
ers to order sevoral times for the violence 
of thoir language, finally compelling them 
to resume their seats. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Fob. 24 — A new kind of a sen- 
sation was made in thu chamber of depu- 
ties this afternoon. A strange man in one 
of the galleries, aroso excitedly, drew a 
revolver and fired it twice with downward 
aim and then coolly threw a letter toward 
Clemonceau. Tho man was quickly seiz- 
ed and hurried out by tho polico. When 
the excitement had subsided, the flattoned 
bullet was found at tho feat of tho presi- 
dont of tho chamber. The prisoner said 
that he was a soldier who had beer, so 
badly fronted by his superiors! and ignor- 
ed by tho officers of justice that he resort- 
ed to the desperate method of creating a 
sensation in the chamber of deputies, in 
order to secure attention to his grievances. 
The prisoner gave his name Jus Pierro, 
and said he was an otlicor in the French 
army. Ho assorted that tho letter which 
ho threw at Clemonceau contained an of- 
fer to give the government the names of 
tho betrayers of Melz.

a 1'olitieal Meeting 
t-Jess Four Days. 



Tho Rev. Matthew Armour, Free 
Church minister, Sanday, was convioted 
at Kirkwall on Saturday of having com- 
mitted a breach of tho peace at a political 
meeting held at Sanday, Orkney, on Nov. 
24th last. Tho trial began on Thursday. 
From the evidence it appeared that the 
Hon. Thomas Dundaa, conservative can- 
didate for Orkney and Scotland, address- 
ed a meeting of the electors in 
Sanday on tho date mentioned, 
and when questions ware invited, 
Mr. Armour approached tho plat- 
form and began to speak. An eloc- 
tor appealed to tho choir that Mr. Armonr 
was out of order and tho chairman 
called on him to confine himself to asking 
questions. Witnesses for the prosecution 
said that Mr. Armour tried to make 
speeches. Most of those for the dofenco 
stated thot he was simply trying to put 
questions, but all were agreed that great up- 
roar ensued, and that tho meeting was 
brought abruptly to u close. Sheriff Mellis, 
delivering judgment, said thatMr. Armour's 
language gave rise to excitement that led 
to rioting, for engaging in whioh fivo 
men weru imprisoned on Thursday, and 
therefore sentenced the roverend gentle- 
man to four days' imprisonment. The 
sentence produced a painful impression in 
court and groat excitement in town, and 
the members of the Free Church Presby- 
tery soon put themselves iu communica- 
tion with certain members of parliament 
to have tho sentence roviewed. At a lato 
hour on Saturday night tho govornor of 
Kirkwall prison received orders by tole- 
grf.ph from the court of judiciary to re- 
lease Mr. Armour on a bill of suspension 
signed by Lord M'Lureu. A vast crowd 
mot the reverend gentleman at tho prison 
gates and cheered him through the prin- 
cipal streets. Mr. Armour, who bad boen 
i i prison only seven hours, had been 
m prison only sovun hours, has boon min- 
ister of the Free Church in Sanday for 
nearly forty years, and is highly respect- 
ed in tho ialnnd. Mr. McDonald Camer- 
on, M. P. for tho nurfhufc'i: hv.rghs, has 
telegraphed staling that ho will bring the 
case before the house of commons as soon 
as tho new ministry ia formod. 

PeTEBBORo', Feb. 18.— The Times 
calls the Salvation Army an infernal 
nuisance, and calls upon the police au- 
thorities or tho old-time vigilance com- 
mittee to step in and put a stop to 
their blasphemous proceedings.

To tub Editor: — Referring to the let- 
ter of "Merchant" in your issuu of this 
morning, tho writer aeems to entirely 
misunderstand my meaning about tonnage 
duos. What I meant to imply ia that the 
tonnage duos I would havo created aro 
meant to. covsr all "pilotage" dues to be' 
oollected from vessels coming to British 
Columbia instead of as it is done now — 
ao much per fout draught of water. 
Another matter which "Merchant" seeuiB 
entirely to ignore, either wilfully or 
through ignorance, ia that both pilotage 
and tonnage dues have been entirely abol- 
ished in Washington Territory. Now 
that ia not so, for the latter are only abol- 
ished as far us American registered ves- 
sels are concerned and a foreign vessel 
going to Pugot Sound has to pay more 
than all thu dues collectable in British 
Columbia put together. 

As 1 said iu my former letter, I quite 
agree with "Merchant" about having the 
pilots centralized at Homo point, but Htill 
the fact remains — it will he a hard matter 
to obtain. The subject has been hronght to 
the notice of thu Dominion government on 
various oicusions within tho last six years — 
with what result we know only too well. 

I can assure "Merchant" that the sec- 
tional feeling I mentioned in my last letter 
would be pretty hard to overcome, and lot 
us not abut our eyes fo the tact, but do the 
next boat thing: Cleanse politics out of 
pilotage aud agitato for tho system that I 
suggest, aud "Merchant" will Boon find 
that everything will work smoothly enough.

The resolution to provide oflices for 
the Lieutenant-Governor in the new 
Parliament Buildings, and to do away 
with Government House, is represented 
as creating a sensation in Toronto. 

Mr. William Rutherford, one of the 
oldest and most respected citizens of 
Millbank, died on the 10 inst-, of iu- 
flamation of the lungs, after a very 
abort illness, at tho ripe age of seventy- 
one yeara Deceased was the first mer- 
chant of Millbank, nnd was always 
foremost in promoting the prosperity 
of the village, 

Halifax, Feb. 18, — The gold re 
turns for the Province iad year show 
a total production of 21,000 ounces, 
worth about half a million dollars, 
showing an increase of 4,000 ounces 
compared with 1884.

Hon. Henry Starnes, while going to 
a dinner party at St. James' Club, slip- 
ped on. the sidewalk and broke his 
thigh. Hia lies in a critical condition. 

This afternoon information was 
brought to Chief of Police Oummings 
that a counterfeiting den was in suc- 
cessful operation in an upper room in 
the Piortlon Block, East St. Paul- 
street, in this city, A raid on the place 
was made, and a quantity of American 
fifty and twenty-rive cent pieces secur- 
ed, besides dies and other implements 
used in the manufacture oa the 
"queer." They are said to he cleverly 
made, and almost defy identification. 
A young man named John Hilton, 
whose father runs a farm near this city, 
was found iu possession of the pre- 
mises, and was arrested, Half an hour 
another member of the gang. Wm. 
Carroll, a. bookkeeper, well educated, 
who resides in Tlrorald, was arrested 
at the mint and locked up. There are 
supposed. to be other members of the 
gang, and the police are very reticent. 
David R Thomas, a mechanical en- 
gineer and inventor, formerly partner 
with Hilton in a mechanical shop here, 
is said to have "skipped out" on learn- 
ing of the arrest of Hilton, 

A preliminary investigation into the 
forgeries charged against Echerdorffit 
Co., shows Eckerdorfi", the senior part- 
ner, to be a forger and that the junior 
partner, Dyde, bad probably nothing 
to do with the forgeries, The firm have 
been called upon to assign; liabilities 
about 13, thousand dollars; assets the 
same. 

Langelier »k Decelles, storekeepers, 
of St. Johns, one of the oldest firms in 
this province, have failed, with liabili- 
ties of $60,000. 

The liquidators of the Adams To- 
bacco Manufacturing Company were 
appointed yesterday. It is<xpected the 
creditors will bo paid in full, but the 
shareholders will lose the capital in- 
vested.

Army Architecture Out West, 
[Fort Niobrara Lettor.] 
Army architecture is, as a rule, tho 
meanest in tho world, and when I think 
of the places and houses we have had to 
live in out west it makes me sick. Low 
ceilings, little, cramped-up rooms, bad 
ventilation, small barracks were the men 
were crowded together like a herd of 
»heep — this was tho rule in army build- 
ing, and the exceptions were few and far 
between. 

There is nothing of the kind here. 
The barracks are large, and every man 
has room to move about; the ceilings aro 
high and the ventilation perfect In the 
officers' houses tho rooms are largo, the 
ceilings high, and the buildings all well 
ventilated. Thero is no cheap paper on 
the walls to hide the cracks and dirt, but 
the walls are painted and the rooms solid 
and clean. 'I he houses have tho appear- 
ance, insido at loast, of city residences, 
and the evidences of comfort and couveni- 
enco appear the moment ono opens the 
wide doors. .
